AGK THE ONLY PROOF. 


The necessity of enacting the presi- 


dent's order No. 78 into law as provided 
for in the bill,, was explained by Mr. 
Gardner, This order was intended 
to 


work Hutomiitie!illy, and to make age the 
only proof of disability. 
Commissioner 


Wnrner Imd found the order in conflict 
with statute provision, nnd it was there- 
by robbed of its operation. Ry eliminat- 
ing surgeons' fees, Mr. Gardner estimat- 
ed that by enacting the order into law 
money would be saved the government 
and benefit extended to the veterans. Tho 
amendment he regarded as a virtual ser 
vie<> pension Inw, saying in time it would 
place every soldier of the civil war on 
the pension roll at a maximum pension of 
$12 a month. 


PENSION FOR TELEGRAPHERS. 
Mr. Scott addressed the senate today 


nt some length in support of the bill 
placing telegraph operators of the civil 
war on a pensionable status. He paid a 
high tribute to these men, saying they 
had been subjected to many of the re- 
quirements of soldiers and granted few 
of their privileges. He stated that while 
they had necessarily been entrusted with 
all the important secrets of the great 
war, not one of them had 
ever been 


known to betray the confidence. Of the 
corps engaged in 1S61-C5 only 105 sur- 
vive.

Press today that President Mitchell had 
uytiiu wired for additional particulars re- 
garding the trouble and that he would 
do absolutely nothing until President 
Mitchell's orders were received. At the 
morning session of the convention today 
the same animated discussion caused by 
Dolan nnd Bellingham's refusal to resign, 
which has marked previous sessions was 
n evidence. All matters relative to oust- 
ing the officers arc immediately declared 
unconstitutional by Dolan and ruled out, 


CAN REMOVE DOLAN. 


President Mitchell's instructions wero 


rend to the Pittsbur™ district miners' 
convention shortly after 3 o'clock this 
afternoon by Vice President Lewis. In 
irief they wero to the effect that tho 
convention had the power to remove 
President Dolan and Vice President Beli- 
ingham from oflice. President Mitchell 
stated that inasmuch ns the convention 
was a legally constituted one and as the 
ofliccrs wero elected by a referendum 
vote the delegates had full power to do 
as they wished. 


The reading of the instructions occas- 


ioned great enthusiasm among tho dele- 
gates. Vice President Lewis said the 
reason he had not presented the instruc- 
tions oarier was because he had been 
waiting on an answer to another tele- 
gram sent President Mitchell, 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. S.—President 


Mitchell said this afternoon that ho had 
written and mailed last night to Mr. 
Lewis the instructions which he had ask- 
ed for. ''They will no doubt be read in 
the convention there today," said Mr. 
Mitchell. 


He declined to state the contents of 


the letter. 


President Mitchell of the Mine Work- 


ers, when shown the Associated Press 
dispatch from Pittsburg that the con- 
vention 
was waiting i'or instructions 


from him, said: 


'•Thnt is strange, and I cannot under- 


stand it. 1 wrote and wired 
instruc- 


tions to Vice President Lewis'Inst even- 
ing and received a receipt from him. It 
reached my office this morning." 


He wus asked if he would state what 


these instructions were, but declined to 
state their contents.

TOOK ORDERS FROM MAYOR.

]90;>. the undersigned talked to said chief 
on the street, and went to tlic office of 
snid chief in the city hnll to talk with 
him concerning the incident referred to 
above, which occurred on the evening be- 
fore, and the said chief told tho under- 
signed that he "took his orders from the

COMMERCE IMMENSE 


WASHINGTON, Fob. S.—According to 


a report issued by the department of 
commerce and labor, the aggregate vol- 
ume of internal commerce duruig 1005 
was undoubtedly, the-largest for any cor- 
responding period in the history of the 
country: 
The report says:

similar production, in 1904."

oal mines IMffcy Have to Shut Down April 


Flmt, Strike or no Strike. 
YORK, Feb. $,—Following the 


meeting of presidents of several anthra- 
cite cool roads an intimation was given 
in quarters friendly to the operators that 
the anthracite which had 
been mined 


was so .much in excess of the demand 
that a shutdown, in the mines may be 
necessary ii' there is no strike on April 
1. 


Henry S. Fleming, secretary of the Bi- 


tuminous Coal Trade, which included 
most of the large soft coal firms, nnd the 
secretary of the Anthracite Coal Oper- 
ators' association, made public estimates 
which he had been collecting as to the 
probable proportion of miners .who will 
obey the strike order. In the anthracite 
district, he said, !)0 per cent of the min- 
ers would strike. 


SIXTEEN MILLION TONS SURPLUS. 
"About 10,000,000 tons of anthracite," 


said Mr. Fleming, *' have been mined in 
excess of tile demand, and t'.ierc arc 
nearly two months before April 1 in 
which cool can be mined." 


Mr. Fleming estimated that even al- 


lowing for cold weather thorc would be 
easily .a five months' supply of anthracite 
on hand on April 1.

tal—Writes Interestingly of Visit in Several

I crawled up on the top deck and ob- 


tained two views of it, both of which 
have turned out very good.

An innate fascination seems to per- 


meate one's very being upon entering 
this harbor with grim old Morro on our 
left; old Morro whose nentury old walls, 
sphinx-like, remain reticent regarding the 
innumerable atrocities perpetrated be- 
hind them; whose dismal dungeons have 
been the scene and'theme of many iv ro- 
mantic novel in both Spain and tho Un- 
ited States. 'The entrance to the harbor 
is not very wide—-about a mile, or there- 
abouts. On the loit is the terminus of 
the central thoroughfare of Havana—the 
Prado. This terminus is called the "Mal- 
econ," and is the scene of band concerts 
almost nightly, a magnificent stone band- 
stand, surrounded by palms, being there 
built. 


After passing through the harbor en- 


trance, we proceeded a short distance as d 
assumed an anchorage within a few hun- 
dred rods of the custom wharf. At th;s 
point the bacteria-seeking doctor met ug 
in his yellow-flagged launch, and after a 
futile search for "unwelcome germs gave , 
the. boat tho requisite landing permit. I i 
might have had germs as big as snakes | 
in my pockets for all1 he knew, for he 
never got around to me.

"smoke" the clinical thermometer. That 
reminds me of how several of us laid our 
thermometers against a piece of ice in 
the celery dish the moment the doctor 
at that port turned his head.'

ENGLISH AMERICAN HOMES. 


Minneapolis Tribune: A writer in the 


London Express has been collecting sto.- 
tustics of divorce in England for the last 
half century for comparison between con- 
ditions there nnd in the United States, j 
Thnt :pcriod is chosen for the comparison 
because in 1S57 jurisdiction in divorce 
cases wns transferred from the ecclesias- 
tical to the civil courts. There has been 
considerable increase- of divorce since 
then, though not the demoralizing con- 
sequences to domestic life that were pre- 
dicted. 


For the. first four years after 1S57 the 


jiumbcr of petitions for divorce in Eng- 
land were a litlle over 200 a year. These 
increased irregularly to flliG petitions in 
the five-year period ending in IflOl. 
In 


the hitter year there were ToO petitions, 
in 1002 SSO and in 1003 I.O.IO. For com- 
parison with the United States it is 
thought proper to nnitfi with these tho 
judicial separations which petty magis 
tratcs have been permitted to decree 
since 1SU5. There were nearly 0,000 of 
these in 190:1, making the total of pe- 
titions for divorce :md decrees for sep 
aration about 10,000. 


These statistics are imperfect because 


we arc not told how many of the peti- 
tions for divorce wero granted of the 
nature and completeness of the judicial 
separation. It may be .issumcd, how- 
ever, that none of the latter permitted 


remarriage, which frees them from the 
most serious objections to las divorce. 
Thus we find the comforting fact that 
nine-tenths of all the marital separa- 
tions sought and obtained in England 
did not result in the change of partners 
and tho mixing of families so offen- 
sively common in the United States. W« 
believe that the divorce courts are ex- 
pensive and are sought mainly by the 
smart set as a means for varying the 
pleasures of conjugal 
life. Less con- 


spicuous members of society are con- 
lent to go to the magistrates.for a men 
separation. 


This is a better showing than -we can 


mu'ke in the United States, with a ree- 
onl of 20.000 divorces a year for the 
last generation and enormously rapid 
increase toward the end' of it. More- 
over the greater number of these are 
absolute divorces. We do 
not take 


kindly in this country to the judicial 
separation which forbids a now experi- 
ment. It is probable that a national 
divorce law like that ' of the British 
parliament would de«rease enormously 
the total of divorces without denying 
any necessary relief.

this subject that is accessible. 


HAMILTON'S BIG FEES. 


The. payments of money to Hamilton 


arc gone into. For none of these pay- 
£, 
. 


ments, whether made at the home office 
or the branch offices the committee states 
is there any other receipt or voucher 
than that given by Hamilton nnd -there 
is no evidence from which the commission 
or the officers of the company can-state 
to whom or on what occasion, or to what 
specific purpose, the sums received, fay 
Hamilton were pn.id out by him.-' The 
average annual sum of 801,000 was paid 
to Hamilton from the years 
1SOG', • to 


1005. inclusive. Whether this was an"un- 
reasonably excessive amount the com- 
mittee hns no means of determining. 


LEGITIMATE EXPENDTTUR. 


Tho generalities of Hamilton's Pari? 


statement furnish no aid in furnishing a 
conclusion on the subject. It is a fact, 
the report continues.., thnt measures of 
legislation are proposed every j'cnr, in 
various states, which if enacted would bo 
injurious and oppressive to live insurance 
companies and their policy-holders. These 
measures cannot be ignored and neglect- 
ed, and the expense of obtaining infor- 
mation about them, of watching them, 
nnd of employing counsel or insurance 
exports to oppose- them or secure proper 
amendments is obviously a necessary nnd 
legitimate expenditure. It luny lie that 
the great bulk of the sum annually dis- 
bursed by Hamilton was used for these 
legitimate purposes. 


SYSTEM IS CONDEMNED. 


The committee has no information that 


any of it was put to illegitimate use. -The 
fnct that there is no information on the 
records.of the company showing to whom 
the money was paid, or for what pur- 
poses, tho report declares, condemns the 
methods and system which have been.in 
vogue during the past ten years. The 
expenditures of the company on this'ac- 
count, should not be authorized "or're- 
ceipted for on a different method- from 
that of its other expenditures. For every 
dollar paid out, there should be a vouch- 
er showing to whom it was paid and for 
what purpose. With respect to no sub- 
ject is this a more necessary requirement 
fchnt expenditures in connection with tho 
proposed measures of legislation because, 
of the suspicious they naturally arouse 
and the. temptations to improperly use 
money appropriated for that purpose. 


Tha committee therefore emphatically 


consmends the report on this

Tho law is 
tpeciOc in permitting Canadian wrecking 
companies to handle vessels thnt .ire in 
distress in waters bordering on the Ca- 
nadian shore. It is charged that a Ca- 
nadian vessel known as the 
Beaumont 


wns recently admitted to Amcricnn reg- 
istry on tho ground that the vessel hud 
been repaired in American wntcrs by an 
American wrecking company. It was 
later disclosed that the wrecking com- 
pany thnt did the work on the eB:inmont 
was a Canadian concern. Under the laws 
of the United States the Eeid Wrecking 
company being a Cnnndifln company is 
not authorized to conduct, its business in 
tho waters of Lakft Michigan. The re- 
port reaches here that a Canadian com- 
pany has been engaged on work upon 
vessels nlong tho northeast shore of Lake 
Michigan.

Battleship Dreadnaujrht Will be of i8,OOO 


Tons Displacement. 


PORTSMOUTH, Feb. 7.—The much 


talked of battleship Dreadnaught, whose 
design and equipment the .British admir- 
alty has carefully kept secret, will be 
launched here Saturday in the presence 
of King Edward. 
This great ship, which 


is supposed to embody all the lessons 
taught by the Russian-Japanese war, was 
laid down last autumn. It is to be com- 
pleted within a year. 


With one discharge of her guns, it is 


said, she will be able to throw.twice.as 
much metal as any battleship now afloat, 
and three times as much as most of thosje 
now in commission. It is said thai sb 
posverful is the resistance of her -armor 
that she is practically immune to torpe- 
do attacks. 


It is believed that she will displace 


something like 18,500 tons, will have a 
speed of nineteen knots, and a main arm- 
ament of ten 12-inch guns, this number 
being equal to those of the same caliber 
on three average battleships.

A SOJOURN IN CUBA. 


Viggo Hansen Enjoying a Few Days in Cuban Capi- 


tal—Writes Interestingly of Visit in Several 


Letters—First One Giveri Today. 


The Journal hag at hand several let- 


ters written to a friend . from Viggo 
Hanson, who is at present in Havana, 
Cuba. He says the only "specie Racine" 
in evidence are several Mitchell run- 
about automobiles. The big races began 
yesterday (Feb. 5} and continue seven 
days. The roads are second only to Or- 
raond Bcuch in Florida. The'first letter 
telling of his sojourn in New Orleans and 
trip to Havana is herewith given and the 
others will be found the succeeding sev- 
eral days: 


Havana, Cuba, Jan.'20, 190G. 


My Dear Friend:—To the frost-bitten 


element of the north, a terse delineation 
of what pleasures one meets with here 
in southern seas, may not be amiss. 


At New Orleans, I was really surpris- 


ed at the wonderful change enacted by 
i mere twenty hours' ride from cold and 
cheerless Chicago. Jinroule south, the 
iViirmth of summer seems to dawn upon 
one so gradually that any effort at point- 
ing out a line of deinarkatioii between 
winter and summer, is out of the ques- 
:ion. 


While 1 cannot say anything favorable 


about the city of New Orleans, from a 
sanitary view point, I must acknowledge 
:hat the residence section is a marvel of 
ioral beauty. The houses are beautiful 
beyond portrayal, surrounded as they are 
vith magniiiceut palms of various kinds, 


fairly hidden in dense tangle-woods 


of climbing rose vines ladon with flowers. 
St. Charles avenue is the muiu residence 
street of the city, and the greater por- 
ion of it is devoted entirely to homes of 
>eople who appreciate ice nowhere out- 
.ide of the refrigerator. 


Somehow or other I had conceived the 


dea that bathing was in order at this 
ime of the year at New Orleans. Such 
i-as hardly the case however, for the city 
s situated 108 miles above the Gulf o"f 
Mexico, and the Mississippi is very little 
varmcr there than it is farther north; 
n fact ice cakes from the upper states 
iave been known to lloat as far south as 
hat point. 
I was very much interested while there 


.t seeing the huge funnel, and two masts 
if what apparently was a huge ocean 
liner, protruding above the river in close 
proximity tc where I went aboard the 
!S. S. Chalniette. To isatiate my curios- 
ity, I sought oul; an old river captain 
sauntering along the dock, and learned 
considerable about the submerged steam- 
er, and its fate. 


It appears that about two weeks prior 


to that time, the steamer Louisiana was 
at the dock discharging a cargo. A lot 
of new stevedores had been put to work, 
and through ignorance overlooked the es- 
sential formality of: shifting the ballast as 
they unloaded from the port side. .The 
result was that tho boat gave a sudden 
list, and shipped water through the 
open sides, causing her to sink in 42 feet 
of water in the short period of ten min- 
utes. 
No lives were lost, strangely 


enough. The boat was worth two bun 
dred and fifty thousand, and was rated 
as one of the best liners between New Or- 
leans and New York, being modern iu 
every detail and over three hundred feet 
in length. 
It sank within thirty-five feet of the 


dock at a point less than fifty feet from 


ledge in tho river beyond which the 


river bottom drops sheer to a depth of 
two hundred ancl twenty feet. 


The usual mode of procedure was 


adopted by thc insurance company—that 


surface the four divers were to have a 
bonus of ten thousand dollars conjunc- 
tively, and the other employes in propor- 


of endeavoring to bring her to the sur- 
face by partially sinking huge airtight 
lighters filled with water, on nil sides of 
her, and firmly lashing them to the boat's 
sides below the surface. The water was 
then pumped out of the barges, and air 
infused with pressure. However, this 
availed nothing in this case. The barges' 
buoyancy not being sufficient to move 
her. 


At this juncture the Government order- 


ed the boat dynamited in order not to 
jeopardize navigation. At this turn of 
affairs, the insurance company 
found 


alight to do but reimburse the owners of 
the vessel; a maritime company offered 
to take the affair off the insurance com- 
pany's hands, and accordingly hnd the 
i>oat as it laid, deeded to them for the 
nominal consideration of ono dollar. 


In one way or another the new owners 


obtained a two weeks' dispensation from 
;he authorities, and engaged engineers 
ancl carpenters, who, together with four 
expert divers'wont to work on salaries 
amounting to about twenty per cent of 
what they ordinarily command; IT they 
succeeded in-bringing the boat to the 


tion. 


Work was pushed day and night on 


account of the imminent rise in the riv- 
er. A sort of retaining wall was made by 
nailing boards end to end, thereby form- 
ing piles fifty feet long, which were driv- 
en into the mud between the boat's posi- 
tion, and the ledge to prevent her from 
sliding into the two hundred foot channel. 
The divers then nailed boards all around 
the upper part of the boat's hull, form- 
ing a sort of continuation of sides, suffi- 
cient to bring this super-hull above the 
water's 
edge, 'i'he timbers becoming 


soaked, rendered them water-tight. 


It was now their intention to pump th 


water out of the boat; upon my arriva 
here in Cuba I note a dispatch stating 
thut on the eve of success the river* 
rise caused the boat to skid against th' 
retaining wall, carrying everything ove 
the ledge and into irretrievable depths 
As far as I can see, all that was savec 
there was the requisite dynamite other 
wise required to blow it up. The las 
owners spent 
something like eleven 


thousand dollars on the venture up to 
the time that I left New Orleans. 


We enjoyed most delightful weather 


the entire distance across the guli^ auc 
were fortunate in traveling *:he 108 miles 
on the Mississippi iu daylight. Abou: 
midway between the trnited"states am 
Cuba we sighted a, derelict, which, upon 
closer approach proved to be a huge oil 
barge abandoned by on ocean tug en 
route between New York and Havana 
The tug hod three barges in tow, and the 
heavy seas rendered the abandonment o: 
one of the more '''rambunctious" ones im- 
perative. 


1 crawled up on the top deck and ob- 


tained two views of it, both of which 
have turned out very good. At 9 a, in. 
on the third day out a vague outline o) 
land appeared on the horizon ahead, and 
at 11 that forenoon we were iu plain 
view of the entrance of the harbor, and 
city of Havana. 


As we nearcd thc parapets of the fort 


I again crawled to the bridge and obtain- 
ed a bird's eye view of that, and again 
took three different views of old Morro 
Castle as we passed through the bottle- 
neck entrance to the harbor. Every one 
of these views are beautiful, I having 
just developed them, together with a lot 
of the pretty homes at New Orleans.

this harbor with grim old Morro on our 
left; old Morro whose century old walls, 
sphinx-like, remain reticent regarding the 
innnmeraiile atrocities perpetrated be- 
hind them; whose dismal dungeons have 
been the scene and theme of many a ro- 
mantic novel in both Spain and the Un- 
ited States. The entrance to the harbor 
is not very wide—about a mile, or there- 
abouts. Un tlie loft is the terminus of 
the central thoroughfare of Havana—the 
Prado. This terminus is called the ''Mal- 
econ," and is the scene of band concerts 
almost nightly, a magnificent stone band- 
stand, surrounded by palms, being there 
built. 


After passing through the harbor en- 


trance, we proceeded a short distance niid 
assumed an anchorage within a few hun- 
dred rods of thc custom wharf. At this 
point the bacteria-seeking doctor met us 
in his yellow-flagged launch, and after a 
futile search for unwelcome germs gave 
the boat the requisite landing permit. I 
might have had germs as big as snakes 
in my pockets for all he knew, for he 
never got around to me.

They are not 
allowed aboard as in the casu of the mar 
iority of foreign ports, but in lieu of 
that roll their dcscriptivo material into 
smalt quids and throw them on the upper 
deck of the steamer. 


In fifteen minutes the passengers had 


>ecn apportioned by the judicious intro- 
duction- of seven parts of gesticulation 


to one of talk, and their baggage takm 
charge of by the runner who "roped" 
them. 


Enroute to the customs wharf we passed 


within a. few yards of the remains of the 
ill-fated Maine, draped with flags and 
greens. Again the "kodaker's" penchant 
dominated, and I leaned over the edge. 
of the rail, and obtained a very good 
view of that.

1 chanced to have a lot of dutiabU 


goods with me, consequently was agr«*- '-§ 
ably (or otherwise) entertained bv the 
obsequiouly polite Cuban custom's in- -• 
spectors for over an hour. 


The day was hot—frightfully so, and I 


hastened to the Hotel Moisbn Doreey 
there to don my whites in lieu ' 
of the Esquimaux clothing worn in the 
north. The first thing that appealed to 
me was a plunge in the ocean, but upon 
learning that the nearest sand beach wa» 
a distance outside of the city proper, I •* 
was compelled to defer that until an- • 
other day. This hotel, like others found 
in the tropics, and especially where the 
country has been in Spanish regime from 
embryo, is of white stone and marble, • 
huge court in the center being embellish- 
ed by several large palms and other 
tropical vegetation. The rooms have en- 
trances from an interior balcony over- 
looking this courtyard", and as a rule open 
out onto small patios overhanging the 
street below. It is truly a pleasure to 
jump into one's pajamas after an. even- 
ing in the city, snd spend the time.from 
11 to 12 or 1 in an easy chair on these 
breeze swept porticos; at such a time, 
and under such delightful condition^ one 
can appreciate a soporific Havana cigar 
as at no other time. 


Speaking of cigars. I might mention, 


par pareiithese that Havana is a disap- 
pointment to most American cigar con- 
noisseurs; one naturally expects to Snd 
an almost heavenly cigar here, but thus 
far I have decided that the name Hav- 
ana, for cigar merit, is decidedly Utopian. 
The cigars here are good; that I cannot 
gainsay, but they are not sufficiently far 
ahead of what we have imported to the 
states to warrant the adoption of the 
city's name in which to couch all that 
stands for true cigar merit. 


One thing that strikes an American as 


rather anomalous is the fact that nearly 
every corner in the city has its cigar 
stand, replete with Havanas from two 
cents up, but not one to my knowledge, 
has a cigar lighter or cutter. One need - 
not stipulate domestic or Havana, for a 
domestic is a Havana, and vica versa.

graft, of knavish corporations 
and of 


great combinations which finally assume 
the solidity of but one corporation. These 
receive the authority of law in various 
ways as to wholesale privileges while the- 
public calmly permit their representa- 
tives to continue on in the work of giv- 
ing valuable grants and franchises for 
pitiful considerations and .in most eases 
for nothing. The other graft is through 
tho processes sanctioned by transporta- 
tion corporations through which favored 
men and interests get back rebates or 
receive some other consideration that is 
just as good, both of which give such as

This duty of caring for the walks does 


not extend to the street proper except 
in the instance of tho paving first being- 
laid, for all after rcpnirr, fall upon tho 
city to look after. At least this is the. 
custom in most places. It is not intend- 
ed hero to cuter into any argument as 
what is the duty of either property own- 
;r or city in cases where an entire new 
street pavement IB laid after the first is 
ordered taken up and replaced. 


It would seem that the public having 


the unrestricted right to travel in the 
walks without hindrance, there its right 
ends. No sidewalk is ever torn up at 
any whim of contractors or authorities 
as our streets proper, and it would seem 
in equity that when the property own- 
er makes perfectly secure the 
surfaces 


of his walk, that in using the surface 
below to' the line, he is not doing that 
in an oxcciis of his rights. This is the po- 
sition being taken in Chicago that tho 
property owner has no such control of 
the under surface of MB sidewalk line and 
if he scoops out under neath he must 
pay tribute to the general tax 
fund.

ENGLISH AMERICAN HOMES. 


Minneapolis Tribune: A writer in the 


London Express has been collecting sta.- 
tistics of divorce in England for the last 
half century for comparison between con- 
ditions there and in the United States. 
That-period is chosen for the comparison 
because in 1857 jurisdiction in divorce 
cases was transferred from the ecclesias- 
tical to the civil courts. There has been 
considerable increase of divorce since 
then, though not the demoralizing con- 
sequences to domestic life that were pre- 
dicted. 


For the first four years after 1S57 the 


.number of petitions for divorce in Eng- 
land were a little over 200 a year. These 
increased irregularly to 060 petitions in 
the five-year period ending in 1001. In 
the latter year there were 750 petitions, 
in 1002 S80 and in 1003 1,050. For com- 
parison with the United States it is 
thought proper to unite with these the 
judicial separations which petty magis- 
trates have been permitted to decree 
since IS'JS. There wore nearly 0,000 of 
these in 1003, making the total of pe- 
titions for divorce and decrees for sep- 
aration about 10,000. 


These statistics are imperfect because 


we are not told how many of the peti- 
tions for divorce were granted of tlia 
nature and completeness of the judicial 
separation. 
It may be assumed, how- 


ever, that aone of the latter permitted 


remarriage, which frees them from the 
most serious objections to lax divorce. 
Thus we find the comforting fact that 
nice-tenths of all the marital separa- 
tions sought and obtained in England 
did not result in the change of partners 
and tho mixing of families so offen- 
sively common in the United States. W« 
believe that the divorce courts are ex- 
pensive and are sought mainly by th« 
smart set as a means for varying the 
pleasures of conjugal 
life. Less con- 


spicuous members of society are con- 
tent to go to the magistrates for a mer« 
separation. 


This is a better showing than we can 


make in the United States, with a rec- 
ord of 20,000 divorces a year for the 
last generation and enormously rapid 
increase toward the end of it. 
More- 


over the greater number of these are 
absolute divorces. We do 
not take 


kindly in this country to the judicial 
separation which forbids a new experi- 
ment. It is probable that a national 
divorce law like that of the British, 
parliament would de«rease 
enormously 


the total of divorces without denying 
any necessary relief.

skies—a total r.clipse of the moon. It will 
be visible throughout the United States 
on the night of February S-0. 
At Ra- 


cine the moon will enter the earth's half 
shadow (penumbra) at 12:07 a. m. and 
one hour later the moon's disk will en- 
ter the dark shadow (umbra) and the 
real eclipse drama begins lasting one 
hour and 3S minutes. 


As the moon passes through the pen- 


umbra, or lighter earth's shadow, there 
will be only a slight noticeable darken- 
ing of its disk, but as it enters the um- 
bra, or double shadow, the change will 
become sharp and clearly defined, the 
moon appearing as though a piece had 
been chopped from its edge. When the 
moon has passed entirely 
within 
the 


shadow its disk assumes a glowing cop- 
pery hue and its inn 
cernible through it.

An eclipse of the moon is caused by 


the earth coming between the sun and 
the moon so that they arc in a direct 
line with each other. When the order 
ia reversed and the moon passes between 
;he sun and the earth we have an eclipse 
of the sun. 


An eclipse of the moon can occur at 


full moon only, as the Vnoon reaches the 
full phase only when it is on the oppo- 
site side of the earth to the sun, and the 
earth's shadow of course, could only be 
east upon the moon at that time. An 
eclipse of the sun can only occur at new 
moon. 


The method of forecasting eclipses of 


the sum and moon, and the phases of the 
moon, was originally devised by 
the 


Chaldeans, hundreds of years before the 
Christian era. It is known us the Chal- 
dean 
suros method and is the basic 


principle still used in forecasting these 
events. 
It is based upon the fact that 


the eclipses and moon phases recur in 
cycles of eighteen yea'rr, and eleven days. 


The moon, nearest,' of the heavenly 


bodies to the earth, its mean distance 
bcinp only 238.850 niijqs, is consequent-

this is that the same side of the moon 
is kept constantly toward the earth, so 
that we are quite in the dark as to con- 
ditions upon the opposite side. 


The moon is a great, cold, barren, des- 


olate, burned out world, at remote ages

Scattered over its surface are hills and 
mountains, with yawning craters hun- 
dreds and thousands of feet ill depth, si- 
lent evidences of the frightful destruc- 
tion they wrought in the long ago. There 
is no reliable evidence of air or water

bility that life exists there in any form 
If at all it is of a very low order, foi 
it could scarcely exist where, as Profess 
or Pickering, one of our greatest author 
ities upon the moon, .says, the tempera

unar night.

ABE SUGGESTED 


Payments to Hamilton Gone Into—'He 


Keeeived $61,000 Per Year From 


'96 to '05—How Money Was 


Spent Not Ascertained; 


NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—The report of 


the special investigating committee of 
the New York Life Insurance company 
which was appointed by the trustees to 
investigate the company's 
affairs was 


made today and was adopted unanimous- 
ly by the trustees. It condemned the 
former management of the company and 
recommended various reforms. 


The committee states m'beginning its 


report that it has rnadej with the loyal 
and efficient aid of the company's officers, 
a thorough and exhaustive examination 
of the relations of Andrew Hamilton, tho 
legislative agent, with the company, and 
of all payments of money to him. It be- 
lieves it has obtained 
all 
information 


about this subject that is accessible. 


HAMILTON'S BIG FEES. 


The. 
payments of money to Hamilton 


are gone into. For none of these pay- 
ments, whether made at the home offico 
or the branch offices the committee states 
is there any other receipt or voucher 
than that given by Hamilton and -there 
is no evidence from which the commission 
or ,the officers of the company can state 
to whom or on what occasion, or to what 
specific purpose, the sums received, "by 
Hamilton were paid out by him.-' The 
average annual sum of $01,000 was paid 
to Hamilton from the years 
ISOGi • to 


1005, 
inclusive. Whether this was an un- 


reasonably excessive amount the com- 
mittee has no means of determining. 


LEGITIMATE EXPENDITUR. 


The generalities of Hamilton's Pari? 


statement furnish no aid in furnishing a 
conclusion on the subject. It is a fact, 
the report continues.,, that measures of 
legislation are proposed every year, in. 
various states, which if enacted would be 
injurious and oppressive to live insurance 
companies and their policyholders. These 
measures cannot be ignored and neglect- 
ed, and the expense of obtaining infor- 
mation about them, of watching them, 
and of employing counsel or insurance 
experts to oppose them or secure proper 
amendments is obviously a necessary and 
legitimate expenditure. It may be that 
the great bulk of the sum annually dis- 
bursed by Hamilton was used for these 
legitimate purposes. 


SYSTEM IS CONDEMNED. 


The committee has no information that 


any of it was put to illegitimate use. The 
fact that there is no information on the 
records.of the company showing to whom 
the money was paid, or for what pur- 
poses, tho report declares, condemns the 
methods and system which have been.in 
vogue during the past ten years. The 
expenditures of the company on this'ac- 
count should not be authorized or re- 
ceipted for on a different method from 
that of its other expenditures. For every 
dollar paid out, there should be a vorfclf- 
er showing to whom it was paid and .for 
•what purpose. With respect to no sub- 
ject is this a more necessary requirement 
that expenditures in connection with tho 
proposed measures of legislation because 
of the suspicious they naturally arouse 
and the temptations to improperly use 
money appropriated for that purpose. 


Tho committee therefore emphatically 


commends the report on 
this subject 


mn.de by a special committee on Octo- 
ber IS, 1005, which 
was unanimously 


adopted by the board of trustees. 


ADEQUATE SYSTEM PROVIDED. 
The recommendations of that report 


provide for a full and adequate voucher 
for all expenditures, a monthly report 
thereon to the boa-rcl and annual report 
to the superintendent of insurance. That 
is the system now in force in this com- 
pany. The committee further 
recom- 


mends that payments from branch offices 
should be confined to matters connected 
with those offices, and that the charge 
and conduct of all action of the company 
regarding legislation be committed to 
the law department. 


ACCOUNTING FROM HAMILTON. 
The committee presents vouchers for. 


sums amounting to $38,500 between 1898 
and 1905, a.nd says that they were to be 
accounted for, but no account wag ever 
rendered as* to any of them. The com- 
mittee says it is advised that an ac- 
counting may be compelled from Hamil- 
ton with respect to the monies received 
by him for the purposes of the so-callccl 
bureau of taxation and legislation, that 
it may be ascertained to what extent, 
and for what purposes they were used) 
and to whom they were paid; and pro- 
ceedings for such an accounting should 
be at once instituted.

Edward Glllon Jr., tTrcrlnff Important Mat- 


ter la Washington. 


Edward Gillen,'Jr., of the firm of Ed- 


ward Gillon Dock, Dredge & Construction 
Co., has been at Washington. D. C., on an 
important matter, one that is of vital 
interest to all companies engaged in the 
wrecking and docking business on the 
chain of lakes, corporations who have ex- 
pended thousands of dollars in building 
and equipping for the 
wrecking and 


building business. 


While in Washington Mr. Gillcn called 


upon the congressmen, senators and also 
at the bureau of navigation and entered 
a protest on behalf of American owners- 
of wrecking outfits; engaged in operations 
on Lake Michigan, against the contimv 
ance of operations on these lines by thp 
Reid Wrecking company of Canada. Rep- 
resentative Minor was interested and he 
also appeared before the bureau of navi 
gation and entcro'd' a protest. 


Mr. Gillen and ^Ir. Miner represented 


that complaint has been made on a num- 
ber of occasions by American Wrecking 
companies against the operations of the 
Canadian companies in direct violation 
of the United States law. 
The law is 


specific in permitting Canadian wrecking 
companies to handle vessels that are in 
distress in waters bordering on the Ca- 
nadian shore. It is charged that a Ca- 
nadian vessel known as the 
Beaumont 


was recently admitted to American reg- 
istry on the ground that the vessel had 
been repaired in American waters by an 
American wrecking 
company. It 
was 


later disclosed that the wrecking com- 
pany that did the work on the eBaumont 
was a Canadian concern. Under the laws 
of the United States the Reid Wrecking 
company being a CanndUin company is 
not authorized to conduct its business in 
the waters of Lake Michigan, The re- 
port reaches here that a Canadian com- 
pany has been engaged on work upon 
vessels along the northeast shore of Lake 
Michigan. 
Representative Minor, after 


his visit to the bureau of navigation, 
brought the facts to the attention of tho 
department of justice. 


Mr. Gillen is in communication with 


the Washington authorities and has a 
number of letters. It is believed that 
the Canadian company can be driven out 
of the waters of 
Lake 
Michigan. Of 


course the Canadian concern is making a 
fight to remain. Should they succeed it 
means a loss of large volumes of business 
for tho American wrecking companies. .
